We have received your request through Parks Canada regarding the Aboriginal 
involvement in the commemoration of the war. 

The Government of Canada recognizes the significant contributions of Aboriginal 
peoples during the War of 1812. Without the participation of First Nations and Metis 
allies, resistance to invasion may not have been successful. 

Over the next three years, the Government of Canada will provide support for 
community-based projects that commemorate the War of 1812 through the 1812 
Commemoration Fund. The Fund complements other programs within the Department of 
Canadian Heritage that offer funding opportunities for projects related to the War of 
1812. Aboriginal communities are invited to submit to the Department projects that tell 
the story of their ancestors' role in the War of 1812 and promote a better understanding 
among Canadians of their active participation in this nation-building event.
